Payout to boy (7) left with severe disabilities

THE devoted parents of a seven- 
year-old boy left with “maximum 
disabilities” after being starved of 
oxygen at birth have won a multi¬ 
million pound compensation payout 
from Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

Lawyers issued a public apology and 
expressed the Harlow hospital’s “profound 
regrets” for shortcomings in the care given 
to the boy and his mother in October 2002. 

The youngster, whose identity was protected 
on the order of a High Court judge because of 
his extreme vulnerability, was effectively bom 
lifeless and cannot walk or talk.

The court was told he has to be fed through a 
tube inserted into his stomach and will be depen¬ 
dant on 24-hour care for the rest of his life. 

His legal team accused the hospital of a series 
of blunders in monitoring the mother’s labour, 
negligently delaying the delivery and failing to 
call a specialist obstetrician until it was too late. 

The NHS Tmst has now agreed to pay a 
£1.35m lump sum to the boy’s family. They will 
also receive index-linked and tax-free payments 
of £160,000-a-year to cover the enormous costs 
of his care. 


The payout includes £220,000 for his pain, 
suffering and loss of amenity. 

James Badenoch QC, representing the family, 
told Mr Justice Eady the mother’s pregnancy had 
been complicated by high blood pressure and a 
possible infection. 

A decision was made to induce delivery but 
only intermittent monitoring was set up. As a 
result, signs of acute foetal distress were missed. 

Mr Badenoch said that if the signs of the 
“impending disaster” had been spotted as they 
should have been, an obstetrician would have 
been called to the bedside and the baby would 
have been delivered half-an-hour earlier.

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Council rapped over 
home repair delays 


A COUNCIL tenant is to 
receive £4,500 compensa¬ 
tion after her teenage 
daughter’s bedroom was 
left in a state of disrepair 
for 18 months. 

A leak in the ceiling meant the 
17-year-old girl was forced to 
share a bed with her mother, sleep 
on the sofa or stay with friend. 

Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man Tony Redmond criticised the 
council for long delays in repairing 
the leak and said it had been guilty 
of maladministration. 

In a report published today 
(Thursday), Mr Redmond said the 
woman - whose identity has been 
protected - had suffered “consider¬ 
able inconvenience, frustration and 
distress” because of the delays. 

The problems, which happened 
while the tenant’s daughter was in 
her final year at college, had been 
a cause of friction in the family, he 
said. 

The ceiling in the bedroom had 
become unstable after a leak was 
discovered in the property’s loft in 
April 2008 and the tenant was 
advised not to use the room until it 
was repaired. 

But both contractor Kier 
Harlow’s insurance company and 
Harlow Council denied liability for 
the damage. As a result, the work 
was not completed despite a com¬ 
plaint and a letter written by MP

Bill Rammell to the council. 

Last July the tenant contacted 
the ombudsman who, following an 
investigation, ruled the council 
delayed unreasonably in carrying 
out the repairs. 

He also said it had failed to keep 
the tenant informed, did not deal 
with her complaint, did not cover 
the work of an officer on long¬ 
term sick leave or fulfil its promis¬ 
es. 

Mr Redmond said even after the 
officer had returned from leave 
there was no sense of urgency 
from the council in dealing with 
this matter. 

He welcomed procedural impr¬ 
ovements introduced by the coun¬ 
cil following his investigation. 
These include a single point of 
contact and more staff to deal with 
insurance enquiries. 

Graham Branchett, Harlow 
Council’s strategic director, said 
both the council and Kier Harlow 
had apologised and confirmed the 
tenant would receive the full 
£4,500 compensation recommend¬ 
ed by Mr Redmond. 

He added: “The council recog¬ 
nises that there have been failings 
in this case. The ombudsman con¬ 
siders the action which the council 
has taken as providing a satisfacto¬ 
ry remedy for the complaint.”

Family stranded off coast 
of Africa by airspace ban 


A HARLOW family on 
holiday in Cape Verde off 
the African coast have been 
stranded in their resort 
after the fallout from the 
Icelandic volcano eruption 
scuppered their plans to 
return home. 

Dameon Tasker (38), his 
wife Lucy and their 20- 
month-old son have been 
caught up in the chaos after 
all flights in UK airspace 
were halted because of fears 
that the cloud of ash spewed 
out by the volcano could be 
a danger to aircraft. 

Mr Tasker, who works as a 
pharmacy technician at 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, told the Star: “My 
first reaction when we 
found out about the 
situation was that we was 
unable to comprehend the 
magnitude of the problem. 
“It was not until we heard 
the flights had started to be 
cancelled that we really 
became aware about how 
this would affect us.” 

He added: “We are very 
fortunate in the fact that 
Thomson Holidays have 
been excellent. We have been 
able to stay in our current 
hotel free of charge for the 
duration.” 

With no official information 
about flights or Government 
rescue plans coming in to 
the remote island, Mr 
Tasker has had to rely on 
broadcasts from the BBC 
World Service to keep him 
up to date. 

“We have had no 



DEFENCE Secretary Bob Ainsworth said it was right 
that a Royal Navy warship was used to bring home 
Brits stranded abroad. 

Speaking to the Star during a visit to Harlow on 
Tuesday, Mr Ainsworth said: "If people have loved 
ones trapped abroad and the Royal Navy wasn't 
trying to make a contribution, that would be wrong."

Had that happened, he would 
have been delivered without 
permanent brain damage, which 
was consistent with around 10 
minutes of near-total asphyxia. 
“It should have been avoided 
and that is the tragedy of this 
case”, said Mr Badenoch. 

Despite his severe disabili¬ 
ties, the boy was described by 
Mr Badenoch as “a very 
rewarding little chap with a 
lovely smile”. 

He said the genuine quality 
of life he enjoys was largely due 
to the absolute devotion of his 
parents, and all those involved 
in the case had the greatest pos¬ 
sible admiration for the couple. 

Although some experts have 
said that the boy is unlikely to 
live beyond his teens, the bar¬ 
rister said his parents are con¬ 
vinced he will prove the predic¬ 
tions wrong. 


Mr Neil Block QC, repre¬ 
senting the PAH NHS Trust, 
said liability for the seven-year- 
old’s disabilities remained in 
dispute but he apologised to the 
boy and his family and said it 
was a matter of profound regret 
that he and his mother did not 
receive the care they should 
have done. 

Also expressing his admira¬ 
tion for the boy’s parents, he 
said: “It is humbling to be in the 
presence of parents who have 
given so much”. 

While recognising that no 
amount of money could put 
matters right, Mr Block said the 
settlement would at least give 
the family financial security 
and lift money worries from 
their shoulders. 

The judge said he had no hes¬ 
itation in approving the settle¬ 
ment and gave the boy and his 
family the court’s best wishes 
for the future.

Police use court 
order to thwart 
illegal car cruise

ALMOST 500 car enthusiasts 
defied an injunction prohibiting 
them from attending an unautho¬ 
rised car cruise in a Harlow retail 
park on Saturday. 

As reported in last week’s Star, Harlow 
Council was granted a court injunction to 
stop the illegal event - which had been 
advertised on social networking website 
Facebook - from taking place. 

But even though the authority posted mes¬ 
sages on the group’s webpage warning mem¬ 
bers to stay away from The Oaks retail park, 
more than 400 defiant motorists turned up, 
resulting in a number of complaints of noise 
nuisance and anti-social behaviour. 

Police who attended the scene used powers 
granted under the terms of the injunction to 
disperse them, issuing 185 enforcement 
notices and arresting one person for theft of a 
vehicle. 

Angry enthusiasts flooded the Star’s web¬ 
site with comments after the publication of 
last week’s report on the injunction. 

Reader Stuart Smart wrote: “The real car 
cruise people who spend thousands of pounds 
on their vehicles and want to show them off 
are now being classed as scum. 

“I wish we could organise a legal cruise 
with police presence compulsory as a real car 
cruiser will not want to get into trouble.” 

Another, Naomi Ponting, said: “The major¬ 
ity of us go there to walk around and admire 
each others’ cars. I wish the police would just 
work with us rather than against us. It’s about 
mutual respect!” 

But Chief Superintendent Simon Williams 
told the Star that unlicensed car cruises pre¬ 
sented a “significant danger” because of the 
irresponsible acts of some drivers. 

“The neighbouring communities suffer 
from anti-social behaviour in the shape of loud 
music, engines revving and general noise 
related to car cruises which are unacceptable,” 
he added. 

The court order will remain valid until April 
13 next year, prohibiting any similar events 
from taking place within Harlow until that 
date.

HARLOW’S Liberal Democrat Parlia¬ 
mentary hopeful admitted this week he 
was “gobsmacked” by the public 
response to the first of three televised 
debates between the party leaders.

Mr White said the party could now be 
on track win its biggest share of the 
public vote since the 1980s. 

“I think we’ll see Labour and the 
Tories pull out every dirty trick in the 
book against us, like saying that a vote 
for us is a wasted vote,” he said. 

“That’s the politics of fear. They want 
to scare voters into voting for them but 
at the moment people are saying they 
want genuine change and they’re not 
scared.” 

Conservative candidate Robert 


Halfon claimed he had only met one Lib 
Dem voter on the campaign trail so far. 

“A lot of people said that Clegg did 
well but that David Cameron well too,” 
he said. 

“No one is saying that they are going 
to vote for one or the other because of 
the debate. They are going to vote for 
the party that is going to make their 
lives better. 

“People know that with a hung par¬ 
liament you get a mish-mash of every¬ 
thing and not a strong Government that 
can act decisively in an economic cri¬ 
sis.” 

Labour candidate Bill Rammell 


agreed that Mr Clegg performed well 
but insisted the race to become Harlow's 
next MP remained a straightforward 
choice between himself and Mr Halfon. 

“The debate has brought the cam¬ 
paign to life,” he said. “Nick Clegg did 
well and was good on style, Gordon 
Brown was robust on policy and 
Cameron was exposed as big on spin 
but short on substance. 

“The debate doesn't alter the fact that 
in Harlow it is a two-horse race and to 
vote for anyone but Labour risks letting 
the Tories in. With the vote so close 
between Labour and Tory last time that 
is clear.”

Parties in battle 
for council seats

WITH the headlines dominated by 
next month’s General Election, it is 
easy to forget voters in Harlow will be 
faced with another tough decision on 
May 6 - which party is best equipped 
to run the town. 

Seats in each of the town’s 11 wards will be 
contested in a battle which promises to be 
every bit as dramatic as the national poll. 

The Conservatives swept to power last year and 
currently hold 19 of the 33 seats. The Liberal 
Democrats have eight and Labour six. 

Of the 11 seats up for grabs, six are held by the 
Tories, three by the Lib Dems and two by Labour. 

Conservative group leader Andrew Johnson said 
this week: “We are looking forward to building on 
our achievements of the past two years, particularly 
the council tax freeze, bringing a new university 
campus to Harlow and regenerating the town centre.” 

Long-standing Tory councillors Tony Hall, Joshua 
Jolles, Mike Garnett and Nick Churchill are seeking 
re-election, while relative newcomers David Carter 
and former Liberal Democrat councillor Linda 
Pailing - who joined the Tories earlier this year - are 
also standing. 

Mrs Pailing, who currently represents the 
Netteswell ward, will be standing for election in Little 
Pamdon & Hare Street where she will be hoping to 
oust former Labour group leader Tony Durcan. 

Labour will also be defending Harlow Common, 
where sitting councillor Maggie Hulcoop faces a 
challenge from Conservative, Liberal Democrat and 
Independent candidates. 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson said: “The 
Labour group is committed to restoring the Harlow 
services that have been destroyed by the Tory admin¬ 
istration. 

“This has been a year when council tenants’ rents 
have been hiked up and the Active Retired scheme 
and future of the crematorium have been savaged by 
the Tories in moves often supported by the Liberal 
Democrats. 

“Quite simply, the Labour group wants to make 
Harlow a town to be proud of once again.” 

The Lib Dems will be hoping to build on their cur¬ 
rent position as the second largest party on the 
authority. The key battle for the party will be retain¬ 
ing their seat in Bush Fair following the resignation 
of Eleanor Macy, with newcomer Paulette Alexander 
attempting to keep all three of the ward’s seats in Lid 
Dem hands. 

Lib Dem group leader Chris Millington said: “The 
Conservative council has stopped listening and, with 
its succession of stealth taxes, is making the same 
mistakes Labour did in the 1990s. 

“A Liberal Democrat council would abolish neigh¬ 
bourhood car parking charges and restore free green 
waste and heavy squad collections. We would sup¬ 
port retention of council housing, restore funding to 
the popular Town Show, bring back the estate clean 
ups, put money back into Harlow Welfare Rights and 
Advice and review the provision of wheelie bins.”

"My message is that we have been 
through one of the deepest recessions 
the world has ever seen, we are now 
beginning to see the economy grow. To 
wreck the economy now, which the 
Tories would do, would be disastrous." 
Bill Rammell was also at the meeting, 
which was held at the home of local 
councillor Edna Stevens last Wednesday.

Mr Grayling, who was accompanied by 
Conservative Parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon, met service managers and 
tenants before being shown a typical 
room at the award-winning residential 
foyer in Playhouse Square.

Attack dog 
saved from 
death row 


A DOG facing a death sentence 
for attacking two police horses 
and causing their riders to be 
thrown to the ground has been 
reprieved. 

A judge and two justices sitting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court suspended the 
sentence and replaced it with a contingency 
destruction order. 

But Judge Christopher Ball attached a 
list of conditions and warned owner Louise 
Reilly (43), of Purford Green, Harlow: 
“Police are likely to have a lively interest in 
this dog and the slightest deviation from the 
order will have the consequences you least 
want.” 

The dog, currently being kept in kennels 
by police, must be muzzled and kept on a 
lead of no more than two metres in length 
when taken for a walk, not allowed within 
25 metres of licensed premises and must 
undergo animal behaviour assessment in 
relation to livestock. 

It must also be neutered, micropchipped, 
tattooed and insured. 

Miss Reilly was also ordered to erect a 
secondary front gate at her home to prevent

accidental escape. 

Magistrates originally ordered that the 
dog should be kept muzzled following the 
incident involving the horses in October of 
last year. 

But it was later discovered the animal had 
pitbull terrier characteristics and a court 
ordered that it should be put down. 

However, Miss Reilly appealed against 
that decision and to support her case pre¬ 
sented a report from animal behaviourist Dr 
Roger Mugford which stated the dog was 
not dangerous and could be exempted from 
destruction. 

Dr Mugford said the incident leading to 
the court hearings had been “out of charac¬ 
ter”. Furthermore, an assessment of the 
animal had shown it was not aggressive. 

Essex Police conceded they would not 
press for the dog to be destroyed. 

Speaking outside the court, Miss Reilly 
said: “I am very relieved a good dog is com¬ 
ing home. I shall comply with the order 110 
per cent.”

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Barrier reef is a 
natural wonder 


YOU may have seen 
television reports that 
the Great Barrier Reef 
has suffered serious 
damage after it was 
struck by a cargo ship 
which spilled tonnes of 
oil. 

The reef, which can be seen from 
outer space, lies off the coast of 
Australia and is one of the most 
famous natural wonders of the 
world. It is made up of tiny living 
organisms, called coral polyps, 
and is more than 1,500 miles 
long. 

The Chinese coal ship crashed 
into the reef off the coast of 
Australia on April 3. Australian 
officials believe it have been 
taking a shortcut on its way back 
to China when it ran aground. 

The vessel was carrying 65,000 
tonnes of coal when it hit the reef, 



tearing a Ikm-long hole in the 
fragile coral and leaking oil into 
waters used as a breeding ground 
for seabirds and turtles. 
Environment experts say that it 
could take between 10 and 20 
years to recover from the 
accident. 

Teams of helpers are working to 
clean the area and protect wildlife 
from the oil slick but they warned 
they have a huge task ahead of 
them.

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Man treated for smoke inhalation after fire at flat

A MAN was treated for smoke inhalation 
after fire broke out in a ground floor flat in 
The Hides, Harlow, in the early hours of 
Tuesday. 

The incident was triggered after a bed 
caught light. When firefighters arrived at the 
scene they reported the ground floor flat was 


heavily smokelogged. 

Crews wearing breathing apparatus used a 
hose reel to extinguish the blaze. They also 
administered oxygen therapy to the occu¬ 
pant who was than left in the care of para¬ 
medics. 

A spokesman for Essex Fire & Rescue 


Service said the blaze caused significant 
damage to the council-owned property 
% TWO hours later, firefighters were called 
to a fire in a house in Berecroft, Harlow. 

Firefighters wearing breathing apparatus 
used one hose reel to tackle the fire. There 
were no casualties. 


Soldiers' families 
'just want truth' 


THE families of three sol¬ 
diers who died in Afghani¬ 
stan when a US fighter jet 
dropped a 5001b bomb on 
their position want the truth 
of what happened, an inqu¬ 
est heard this week. 

Privates Robert Foster (19), of 
Great Plumtree, Harlow, Aaron 
McClure (19) and John 
Thrumble (21) were under 
intense fire in Helmand Province 
when the aircraft dropped the 
bomb on them instead of a 
Taliban position one kilometre 
further north. 

Private McClure and Private 
Thrumble were killed instantly in the 
blast. A post mortem examination 
showed Private Foster died of 
asphyxia caused by entrapment fol¬ 
lowing the explosion. 

Hilary Meredith, who represents 
the soldiers’ relatives, told the inquest 
at Wiltshire Coroner’s Court the fam¬ 
ilies wanted “total transparency” 
from the Ministry of Defence over 
the incident. 

“The families are here today to 
support their boys who were all fatal¬ 
ly injured in this incident,’’she said. 
“It’s extremely difficult to understand 
how in today’s modern warfare an 
incident like this can happen and be 
allowed to happen. 

“There are lessons to be learnt by 
the MoD. There needs to be total 
transparency when incidents like this 
happen, the families need to have the 
truth and facts from day one.” 

Major Tony Borgnis, officer com¬ 
manding B-Company, told the 
inquest the men had come under 
some of the heaviest fire he had 
experienced. 

He decided to call in air support 
and was positioned on a corrugated 
rooftop on a building in Mazdurak 
when he witnessed the explosion just 
90 metres away. 

The inquest previously heard 
Privates McClure and Thrumble were 
on the roof of a compound and 
Private Foster was in a house firing 
from a window when the order to 
strike was given by Major Borgnis. 

He said: “Obviously I knew with 
the size of the explosion that it was 
close air support that had engaged in 
the wrong place. 

“I immediately got on the radio to 
confirm if they could count the men 
to see if there were any casualties.” 

He went on: “I got an immediate 



Trees bring a touch of

response from 6 Platoon who con¬ 
firmed it had happened close to them 
but everyone was OK, but I could not 
get any response from 7 Platoon at 
all. 

“I kept trying to find out what had 
happened but I knew in my heart 
what happened. I was hoping every¬ 
one was OK in 7 Platoon, but I knew 
the platoon sergeant and commander 
very well and they always answered 
my calls quickly, so I knew some¬ 
thing was wrong.” 

Major Borgnis then recalled the 
operation to recover the bodies of the 
three men. “I will just paint the 


scene,” he said. “As you can imagine 
it was pretty grim. We had to extract 
across open ground and we were still 
being fired upon.” 

When they returned to the forward 
operating base they realised Private 
Foster was not accounted for. 

Major Borgnis reassembled what 
men he could and under complete 
darkness returned to locate Private 
Foster. 

His body was discovered under 
more than a metre of rubble. A medic 
pronounced him dead at the scene. 

The inquest was adjourned until 
yesterday (Wednesday).

ROMANCE is dead and the lead 
characters of Shawn Levy's 
hysterical action comedy may be 
too before the end credits roll. 
Date Night centres on a loving, 
married couple who have lost the 
spark in their relationship. Their 
efforts to reinvigorate the marriage 
take a turn for the surreal as 
screenwriter Josh Klausner propels 
these unassuming and hard-working 
suburbanites on a series of crazy 
misadventures. 

Steve Carell and Tina Fey are perfectly 
cast as the parents trapped in a state 
of bland indifference, who just need 
several brushes with death to remind 
them what is important. 

Phil Foster (Carell) and his wife Claire 


(Fey) live in New Jersey with their 
children, who negate the need for an 
alarm clock by pile driving their 
parents’ heads before 5am. 

Every week the Fosters hire a 
babysitter so they can go through the 
ritual of date night - sitting at the same 
table in the same restaurant ordering 
the same food, all under the guise of 
spending quality time together. 

One night Phil and Claire attempt to 
spice up date night by having dinner at 
the most exclusive new restaurant in 
Manhattan. They arrive without a 
reservation and, when another couple 
fails to turn up, take the vacant table. 
Towards the end of the meal, thugs 
Armstrong (Jimmi Simpson) and 
Collins (Common) take Phil and Claire 
into an alleyway and demand the 
return of a flash drive which the other 
couple have stolen. 

The Fosters’ pleas of innocence fall on 


deaf ears and the married couple 
become embroiled in a life-or-death 
race around the city involving a violent 
gangster (Ray Liotta), a disgraced 
Mayor (William Fichtner), a plucky 
female cop (Taraji P Henson) and a 
hunky surveillance expert (Mark 
Wahlberg).

The Boxster Spyder is set to 
rekindle enthusiasts' spirit as 
Porsche goes back to basics. 

MATT JOY takes it out for a spin. 

Y OU can’t beat a bit of 

pedigree when it comes to 
selling a car to 
enthusiasts. 

It’s a tool that all the established 
performance marques use to 
their advantage because a keen 
buyer knows the history - and 
this latest model could be the 
car that rekindles that spirit 
once again. 

Porsche has a back catalogue 
that is positively groaning with 
great cars and evocative tags, 
and they’ve just pulled the 
wraps off another in the form of 
the Boxster Spyder. 

The original 550 Spyder was a 
pure racing car of the 1950s and 
majored on the original recipe 
of modest power but with a 
bantamweight build, checking 
in at only 550kg. The Boxster 
Spyder follows a similar theme: 
take one Boxster S, already a 
sparkling example of proper 
performance, sweet handling 
and drop-top exhilaration, and 
then shave off as much as 
weight and frippery as you can 
manage. 

The 3.4-litre flat-six engine gains 
a modest lObhp and 7lb.ft of 
torque over the Boxster S 
version, but as with the original 
Spyder it has less weight to 
push. Just like the popular Club

Sport models of the 1980s and 
’90s, the Boxster Spyder has 
gone on a comprehensive diet. 
Ditching the fancy electric roof 
and swapping it for a manual 
item saves a hefty 21kg, while 
aluminium doors and engine 
cover saves a further 18kg. The 
carbon bucket seats save 12kg, 
while ditching some of the 
luxury equipment such as a 
radio, air conditioning and cup 
holders saves another 17kg. 

Yes, the Spyder is a little lighter 
in the equipment department 
too, but if you want you can put 
these items back. Truth is, that 
would be missing the point. 
Stick with all the weight saving 
measures available and the 
Spyder checks in at 1,275kg, 
80kg lighter than the Boxster S 
or a hefty passenger lighter. 


Because of the simpler hood 
layout the rear deck is covered 
by an aluminium lid with a 
double bulge, not unlike that on 
the Carrera GT supercar, giving 
it more presence than the 
regular car. It also wears the 
distinctive Porsche script along 
the sills, a classic touch which 
will get fans of the marque 
recalling previous greats that 
have done the same. 

As you’d expect from Porsche, 
this is a proper nose-to-tail 
workover so the mechanicals get 
a boost to improve response. 

The suspension is set 20mm 
lower than a Boxster S with 
stiffer springs and modified 
anti-roll bar settings, while a 
small increase in track front 
and rear plants it even more 
firmly on the road. 


Your appetite then is well and 
truly whetted by the time you 
slide behind the wheel and the 
Spyder does not disappoint. 

Of course, the temptation when 
spending this kind of money is 
to tick a few option boxes, put in 
sat-nav and climate control and 
comfy leather seats, but that 
misses the point of the Spyder 
altogether. It’s best savoured in 
truly stripped-down form. 
However, one box you must tick 
is for the sports exhaust. Do so 
and you have a button on the 
dash that opens up the full vocal 
range of the flat six when the 
conditions are right. This is a 
car designed for pleasure above 
all else, so leave the hood down 
at all costs and savour 
thesensations. The 3.4-litre unit 
is as sharp as ever, responding 


rapidly to throttle inputs and 
howling happily right round to 
the rev limiter. 

The standard six-speed 
transmission is snappy and a 
delight to use, although anyone 
using their car regularly in 
traffic might want to consider 
the excellent PDK dual-clutch 
transmission. It’s not cheap and 
it adds 25kg, but it improves the 
fuel economy by 1.3mpg and 
shaves lOg/km from the CO 2 
emissions. 

The lightness of the Spyder 
makes itself known through a 
complete absence of pitching or 
settling: it just feels solidly 
pinned to the road surface. 

The steering is the usual sweet 
mixture of delicate response 
and firm accuracy, encouraging 
you to be precise and millimetre 
perfect. 

This is certainly not a car for all 
though. It costs around £4,000 
more than an equivalent 
Boxster S, and although you get 
sports suspension and 
aluminium panels, you also get 
a hood that takes two minutes to 
erect and less equipment. 

If that sounds like poor value, 
then the Spyder is not your kind 
of car. If, however, you only pay 
attention to the weight-loss 
figures and the thought of 
shaving half a second to 62mph 
raises a smile - just sign on the 
dotted line.

GREAT Britain judoka 
Faith Pitman insists she 
will take things one step at 
a time in her bid for inter¬ 
national stardom as she 
puts the finishing touches 
on her preparations for 
next week’s European 
Judo Championships. 

The 24-year-old, from 
Hookfield in Harlow, will com¬ 
pete in the Under-63kg catego¬ 
ry in Austrian capital Vienna 
(April 22-25) during the first 
major championship of the 
year, with her main aim to 
improve on the second round 
exit she suffered at last year’s 
Europeans and World 
Championships. 

Pitman said: “Last year we start¬ 
ed a new Olympic cycle and the 
focus was on getting the founda¬ 
tions right and honing our judo 
skills,” she said. 

“We are starting to perform and 
the skills we were working on are 
starting to shine through and peo¬ 
ple are beginning to medal on a 
regular basis rather than just once 
in a while. 

“Obviously I would love to get a 
medal - it would be my first 
European medal as a senior - but 
firstly I want to see development 
in my judo as that is what I have 
been working on. 

“I am still developing into judo 
and I am starting to pull together 
and hopefully that will enable me 
to do well at the Europeans.” 

Pitman lost out to Holland’s 
Elisabeth Willeboordse during last 
year’s Euro Champs and admits 
she will have to hit the mat run-

ning this year with the repechage 
only coming into effect in round 
two - leaving competitors who fall 
at the first hurdle to pack their 
bags and head home. 

“I am definitely going to take 
things one step at a time in Vienna 
and it is difficult in judo because 
your fight can last one second or 
three minutes,” she explained. 

“You can be on the mat for 20 
seconds and your Europeans can 
be over so it is all about staying in 
the fight and doing your best to 
fight hard. 

“The first fight is so important 
now and you have to have a totally 
different mindset because if you 
lose your first fight you are out. 
That makes it quite difficult to 
train for and focus yourself on 
that. 

“There are a lot of European 
fighters getting medals on the 
world stage just because there are 
so many countries on the full-time 
system now. 

“So you can’t just sit back any¬ 
more, you have got to analyse 
beforehand because there are so 
many players and so many things 
involved in judo. 

“You have got France, Germany, 
Russia and a lot of Eastern bloc 
countries really competing now 
and it will be a tough competi¬ 
tion.”
